No. 1 ie the central railroad station. It consists of the following 
buildings which are constructed of brick: 


a. ‘Two contiguous buildings, 60 meters long and 16-20 meters wide. 
One ia a two-story and the other a one-story ‘building. These 
buildings house the offices of the station, the telecraph office, 
the telephone, the cafe-restaurant, the barber shop, two waiting 
vooms, and the offices of the secret police. The police force 
consists of three persons who wear military uniform and check on 
the passengers and on movement in general within the railroad 
station. - 


be & oneestory building, 10 neters long’ and eight neters wide. It 
is situated 10-15 meters wéat of the previous buildings, It is 
used ag a auell storehouse for the station. 


G. 4 one-story building, 40 neters Jong and 10 neters wide. It is 
located exactly opposite the snall storehouse of the station on 
the other side of the street. It is used as offices by the secret 
police of the railroad station, who are called Railway Militia of 
the Ministry of State Security. This police force is comprised 
of 20 persons whose duty it is to assure the security of the 
vallroad line. Sourea says that these MGB officers travel con= 
Simually and make spotechecks of the passengers while on the 
sraing, They also investigete violations of the rerulatione 
Laid down by the railroad atministration. Within the same 
pullding, but in a separate section, is housed the health center 
ef the railroad station. This is composed of one doctor, his 
assistant, and @ nurse. 2 


a. ‘There are eight te ten shops for the repair of railroad engines. 
Thess are lecated along the line opposite the central building 
af the station. 
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#% is the rellroad station for the 012 wella. This is a one-story 
wilding atout 60 neters long and 20 meters wide. 


3 indicates barracks and an air force school. These buildings are 
situated at a distance of about 300 metera northeast of the railroad 
station for the o41 wolla. 


a. The barracks conslet of eight to ten buildings, of which three 
are o£ two stories end the rest are ene~story. The smallest 
of thoce bulldingse 1a ten to twelve meters long and 10 meters 
wide; the largest is 50 metere long and about 30 meters wide. 
These tavracke are occupied by the men of the 84th Battalion, 
bat they are large enough for a regiment of three to four 
thousand men. 


bo The air force school has one large two-story building located 
about 50 meters south of the berracks. This building houges 
the offices eof the administration of the school. and also the 
student aviators who receive their theoretical training in it. 
Practical training of these students is given at the city 
airfield. ; 


4 4s the Zavod Molot (sic: Zavod Serp 1 Molot?), a large foundry. 
it is located at a distance of 600 meters northwest of the barracks.
